WILLEMSTAD--The 
decision of the Central 
Government coalition to 
remain loyal to UPB of 
Bonaire, despite its loss of a 
seat due to Anthony Nicolaas 
going independent, turns out 
to have benefits for the WIPM 
of Saba and the Democratic 
Party of St. Eustatius. 

The other coalition parties 
agreed to continue with 
UPB rather than turning to 
Nicolaas and his new partner 
Jopi Abraham in Bonaire’s 
Island Government of the DP. 
Because UPB is now left with 
only one seat in the Antillean 
Parliament, the party could 
not keep its current minister 
and state secretary since that 
would create an imbalance 
with the DP Statia and WIPM. 
Both parties also have one 
seat but only a state secretary 
each. 

The original plan was to let 
UPB retain its state secretary, 
but not its minister. The

latter’s portfolio of Economic 
and Labour Affairs would 
then be transferred to existing 
Minister of Transport and 
Communication Maurice 
Adriaens of FOL. 

However, this plan led to 
protest by the PNP, which has 
the same two seats as FOL in 
Parliament, but a minister with 
only one portfolio (Finance). 
It was then decided to allow 
UPB to keep its minister but 
give up the state secretary, 
which will go to FOL. 

In turn, FOL will hand the 
vice-presidency of Parliament 
over to the WIPM of Saba, as 
compensation for the fact that 
it only has a state secretary, 
while UPB gets to keep its 
minister. DP Statia will be 
compensated with an intern 


position at the Organisation 
of American States (OAS) in 
Washington, D.C. that was 
offered to Antillean Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage, when she visited the 
OAS last week. 

The De Jongh Elhage Cabinet 
now has majority of 14 of 
the 22 seats in Parliament 
provided by PAR(5), PNP(2), 
FOL(2), National Alliance(2), 
UPB(l), DP Statia(l) and 
WIPM(l). 

That is just short of the two- 
thirds majority required to 
adapt the Kingdom Charter, 
but only during the first 
reading. If the quota is not 
achieved, a second vote must 
follow within 30 days where 
only a simple majority is 
needed. □

Curasao officers want to go home 


Many worried about security in new status, says union 


PHILIPSBURG--Several 
Curagao-bom police officers 
working in St. Maarten want to 
return home, because they don’t 
believe the island can take care 
of them when the Netherlands 
Antilles splits up. 
Curagao-based police union 
NAPB said Wednesday that 
some officers were being passed 
over for promotions, training 
and other credits, and they were 
worried. “[Several officers feel] 
discontented with the insecurity.

Norwin Villareal Wednesday, 


explaining that most had more 
than a decade of experience as 
police. “After so long, you want 
to get a promotion.” 

They also are worried that St.

NAPB wants to meet with police 
management before the end of 
this month, Villareal said. 
Villareal said he could not 
say how many officers had 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
being overlooked. “I can’t put 
a number to this question,” he

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Dolphin-assisted therapy offers hope 
to disabled children, parents 

A Key Biscayne woman has turned her tragedy into a quest to allow disabled kids to swim 
with dolphins.

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao - 
A 350-pound dolphin named 
Matteo tickles a toddler with 
his snout, sparking a burst of 
giggles. 

The disabled child hitches a 
ride on Matteo’s belly while 
gleeful parents snap photos. The 
dolphin expels water through 
its blowhole and rests its head 
gently on the girl’s shoulder 
while her parents silently plead 
for results. 

It’s a scene Kirsten 4 ’Kiki” 
Kuhnert has watched thousands 


of times. She used to be one 
of those moms who prayed for 
miracles at the side of a dolphin 
therapy center pool, thinking: 
Maybe this will make my child 
talk. Maybe some day he’ll 
walk. 

4 ’I have seen kids speak their 
first word, mothers cry because 
their autistic son looked at 
her in the eye or kissed her,” 
Kuhnert said. "Every day a 
little miracle. 

"How big a miracle is in the 
eye of the beholder.” 

Kuhnert, a single mom from 


Key Biscayne, has dedicated 
the past 15 years of her life 
to raising funds for dolphin- 
assisted therapy, a controversial 
behavior-modification treatment 
for severely disabled children. 
Struck by tragedy as a young 
mother of a 2-year-old, the 
Germany native turned her 
heartbreak into a calling. 
Convinced that swimming 
with the animals paired with 
intensive speech or physical 
therapy helps with autism, 
Down’s syndrome, cerebral 
palsy and other debilitating 


ailments, Kuhnert spends 
her days snapping orders at 
therapists and trouble-shooting 
emergencies at a therapy center 
atthe Seaquarium in Willemstad, 
Curacao. She makes phone call 
after phone call raising money 
to get children to treatment, 
at $7,000 or more for just two 
weeks of care. 

But, these days, she is hardly 
ever by the pool, rarely with the 
children. The memories of the 
son she lost sting too much. 

A MOM’S MISSION 

It was June 18, 1994. Kuhnert 


was the married mother of two 
kids from an upper-class family 
in Germany who made her living 
in sports event marketing. 

That June day, the family had 
gathered at the country club to 
celebrate her infant daughter 
Kira’s christening, when 
suddenly they realized they had 
lost sight of Tim, Kuhnert’s 2- 
year-old. 

4 ’We looked for 15 minutes,” 
she remembers. "He was 15 
yards away behind a hedge, in 
an unsecured swimming pool. 
This is where they found him. 
He was lifeless.” 

Tim suffered brain damage that 
left him in a coma and with 
cerebral palsy. Kuhnert became 
obsessed, she says — the type of 
mom who would 4 ’fly to a rain 
forest and dance” to make their 
kids well. 

She traveled to hospitals 
around the globe, fought with 
neurologists, lost her marriage. 
In 1995, Kuhnert flew from 
Germany to the Keys, where her 
little boy swam with dolphins at 
a facility that has since closed. 
After four days of being put 
in the water with a dolphin — 
following 16 months in a coma 
— Tim woke up. 

4 ’I was so happy. I thought 
every kid that has a problem 
should be able to do this,” she 
said. 4 I thought, 'Somebody 
should set up something like a 
foundation.’ 4 ’ 

That’s what Kuhnert did. 

4 ’She was so excited about it, 
she started kind of a crusade 
to help kids come,” said David 
Nathanson, a South Dade 
psychologist who is considered 
the founder of dolphin-assisted 
therapy. "She’s very dedicated 
and passionate. I would call 
her semi-eccentric — in a good 
way. ’’Nathansonran a company 
called Dolphin Human Therapy 
in a variety of locations from 
Miami Seaquarium to Key 
Largo and Mexico from 1995 
until 2006. In that time, he said, 
Kuhnert held raffles, organized 
dinners and made countless 
calls to send at least 1,000 
children to therapy. She’d get 
airlines to donate tickets and 
corporations to write checks.Q

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Two confirmed H1N1 cases now logged for St. Maarten 


~ Five suspected cases being monitored 
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PHILIPSBURG—The guest 
professor from whom it is 
suspected a 22-year-old 
American University of the 
Caribbean (AUC) student 
contracted the H1N1 virus 
recently has also been logged 
as a confirmed case for St. 
Maarten. 

This means St. Maarten has 
logged two confirmed H1N1 
cases - the first two cases 
confirmed for the Netherlands 
Antilles - as the virus 
continues to spread around 
the world. 

Health Sector Director 
Jorien Wuite told reporters 
Wednesday both cases had 
been contracted here, but the 
original carrier is still not 
known. 

Five suspected cases of the 
virus are being monitored. 
Three of the suspected cases 
are localised at AUC while 
two are from other parts of 
the community. The specific 
areas were not mentioned. 
Samples were being taken 
from the suspected cases up 
to yesterday, Wednesday. 
These will be sent to Erasmus 
University Lab in the 
Netherlands and the results 
are expected within 48 hours. 
Emphasising that the public 
should continue to remain 
vigilant, Wuite said the 100 
courses of Tamiflu currently 
in stock in St. Maarten were 
sufficient for now. She said 
St. Maarten could always tap 
additional courses from the 
stock in storage in Curasao to 
bring St. Maarten’s stockpile 
up again. There is also an 
agreement between the 
Netherlands Antilles and the 
Netherlands that if additional 
courses are needed in the 
islands, more will be sent 
within 48 hours. 

“There are no concerns about 
Tamiflu at this point. ... We 
have enough doses of Tamiflu 
considering that we are not 
in wave of the pandemic. We 
will probably have 5, 10 or 15 
cases maybe over the courses 
of the next couple of weeks,” 
Wuite said adding that 
sufficient face masks were 
also in stock at the various 
health institutions to be used 
if needed. 

St. Maarten is closely 


monitoring the global 
pandemic and is in contact 
with experts and partners 
involved in the issue. 

The AUC student whose 
H1N1 status was confirmed 
on Tuesday and her roommate 
are still under quarantine 
at their home in French St. 
Martin. They have been under 
quarantine since last Friday. 
The student is recovering and 
should be out of quarantine 
some time over the course of 
the weekend. 

She attends school on the 
Dutch side, but resides on 
the French side, and the 
French authorities have been 
informed about the case. Also, 
authorities on both sides of the 
island are directly involved in 
monitoring the situation. 
Asked what measures were 
being taken at AUC since the 
H1N1 confirmation Wuite 

said the Preventative Health 
Department had been in 
contact with the institution, 
which has a medical adviser 
Dr. Albert van der Waag 
assisting. 

She said “social distancing” at 
AUC would only be enforced 
if additional cases were 
confirmed. 

With the high level of traffic 
through St. Maarten’s ports 
of entry daily, Wuite said the 
virus was bound to be here 
sooner or later. 

“This was bound to happen. 
You’ve seen the global 
developments over the last 
couple of weeks. The H1N1 
is in the region. Many islands 
have been affected and 
considering the profile of St. 
Maarten with extensive travel 
[it was bound to happen],” she 
said.

response mechanisms. 

The Public Health Department 
received 80,000 guilders in 
reserve some three to four 
weeks ago for response 
activities. Wuite said the funds 
most probably would be used 
to strengthen communication 
efforts.

passengers have not been able 
to disembark at ports of call this 
week because three members of 
the crew have tested positive 
for swine flu. The tests were 
conducted in Holland after 
samples were collected during 
the ship’s stop at Curagao 
Sunday. Grenada refused a port 
of call Monday and Barbados 
followed suit Tuesday. 
Wednesday, the Venezuelan 
island of Isla Margarita allowed 
only Venezuelan nationals 
scheduled to end their cruise 
on the island to leave the ship. 
The ship was scheduled to end 
it current cruise Thursday in 
Aruba. 

The Ocean Dream is owned by 
the Spanish cruise company 
Pullmantur. Eleven other crew 
members reportedly also are 
experiencing flu symptoms. 
There had been reports that 
Venezuelan officials planned 
to quarantine the ship for 10 
days at Isla Margarita, but the 
passengers were spared that 
fate. 

Earlier this month, the islands 
of St. Lucia and Antigua 
turned away Royal Caribbean’s 
Adventure of the Seas after 
two crew members and one 
passenger became ill. They 
eventually tested negative for 
swine flu. 

Canceling ports of call hasn’t 
stopped the swine flu from 
gaining a foothold on the 
islands. According to the World 
Health Organization, 93 cases 
of H1N1 infections have been 
confirmed in the Dominican 
Republic, including one death. 
Confirmed cases also have 
been reported in the Bahamas, 
Bermuda, the British Virgin 
Islands, the Cayman Islands, 
Curacao, Dominica, Jamaica, 
Martinique, and Trinidad and 
Tobago.

Jobless benefit rolls post 
first dip since January

WASHINGTON - On the surface, the government seemed to 
signal Thursday that more Americans are finding jobs: The 
number of people receiving unemployment aid fell for the first 
time since early January. 

But that doesn’t necessarily mean more companies are hiring. 
Fewer people are receiving jobless aid largely because more 
of them have exhausted their standard unemployment benefits, 
which typically last 26 weeks. 

Government figures, in fact, show the proportion of recipients 
who used up their jobless benefits averaged 49 percent in May, 
a record. 

And while many analysts expect the recession to end by late 
summer, they warn that unemployment will stay high into 
2010 . 

“It is unlikely that new hiring has picked up in any meaningful 
fashion,” Joshua Shapiro, chief economist with MFR Inc., a 
consulting firm, wrote in a note to clients. 

Other economists took a more positive view of the Labor 
Department report: They said it’s consistent with other recent 
figures that suggest the economy is poised to recover from the 
longest recession since World War II by the July-September 
quarter. 

The number of people receiving unemployment aid fell by 
148,000 to 6.69 million in the week that ended June 6 — the 
largest drop in more than seven years. The decline broke a 
string of 21 straight increases in the number of people claiming 
benefits for more than a week, the last 19 of which were records. 
(A dip in continuing claims several weeks ago was later revised 
higher.) 

The jobless-benefit rolls “always stabilize or decline right 
around the end of the recession,” wrote Abiel Reinhart, an 
economist at JPMorgan Chase & Co. 

A group of economists from large banks, including JPMorgan, 
had forecast earlier this week that the economy will grow by 0.5 
percent in the third quarter, after shrinking since last year.Q

NEW YORK - Investors can’t 
seem to get the stock market 
rally back up to full speed 
again. 

Stocks closed mostly higher 
but down from their highs of 
the day Thursday following 
three straight days of losses. 
Investors piled back into 
financial and health care 
companies and moved out of 
industries like technology that 
had been leading the market. 
Several upbeat economic 
reports encouraged investors 
after a slide earlier this week 
that dragged the benchmark 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
down 3.8 percent. Investors 
also sold Treasurys, feeling 
less need for the safety of 
government debt because 
of the signs of economic 
improvement. 

A private research group 
said its forecast of economic 
activity rose more than 
expected in May, marking 
a second straight gain after 
seven months of declines. 

And the government said 
the overall number of people 
drawing unemployment 
benefits fell last week for the 
first time since early January. 
The drop broke a string of 21 
straight increases. Separately, 
the Philadelphia Reserve Bank 
said manufacturing activity 
picked up in the mid-Atlantic 
region. 

The reports helped reassure 
investors that a recovery is 
still emerging. But analysts 
caution that there may still be 
more air to be let out of the 
market’s huge advance since 
early March, which added 
as much as 40 percent to the 
S&P 500 index. 

“I don’t think that this rally 
is sustainable,” said Scott 
Armiger, portfolio manager 
at Christiana Bank & Trust of 


Thursday’s move. “I still think 
we have to give up a little bit 
more.” 

The Dow Jones industrials 
rose 58.42, or 0.7 percent, to 
8,555.60, its biggest one-day 
gain in two weeks. 

The Dow had been up 98 
points. The S&P 500 index 
rose 7.66, or 0.8 percent, to 
918.37, while the Nasdaq 
composite index slipped 0.34, 
or less than 0.1 percent, to 
1,807.72. 

With trading light as the 
summer slowdown begins, 
analysts say more volume is 
needed in order to move the 
market significantly in either 
direction. 

Shares of major banks rose as 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner appeared before the 
Senate Banking Committee, 
defending the regulatory 
overhaul announced the day 
before by President Barack 
Obama. 

He also said he’s seen 
evidence of healing in the 
financial industry. 

Financial shares had been 
under pressure because of 
anxiety about the banking 
regulations being planned by 
the Obama administration 


in response to the credit 
crisis. Geithner defended 
the government’s proposals, 
which call for the Federal 
Reserve to become a super¬ 
regulator that would oversee 
large financial firms whose 
failure could reverberate 
throughout the economy. 

“I think the investing public 
likes the fact that there’s going 
to be more regulation in some 
areas where it was lacking,” 
said Joe Keetle, senior wealth 
manager at Dawson Wealth 
Management. 

The comments came a day after 
another milepost of recovery 
in the financial industry as 10 
major banks repaid $68 billion 
in government rescue loans. 
Among financial stocks, 
JPMorgan Chase & Co. added 
$1.44, or 4.4 percent, to 
$34.17, while Goldman Sachs 
Group Inc. gained $3.36, or 
2.4 percent, to $143.09. 

Health care shares added to 
gains logged on Wednesday as 
the Senate continued work on 
a major revamp of the health 
care system. Pharmaceutical 
maker Pfizer Inc. rose 34 cents, 
or 2.3 percent, to $14.92, while 
Merck & Co. jumped 88 cents, 
or 3.6 percent, to $24.65.Q

MARTINS FERRY, Ohio 
- Two Ohio police chiefs 
are being investigated in a 
suspected burglary aimed at 
supplying a tabloid with photos 
and other information about 
the surrogate mother carrying 
twins for Sarah Jessica Parker 
and Matthew Broderick, an 
official told The Associated 
Press on Thursday. 

The alleged burglary took 
place in mid-May in the 
eastern Ohio town of Martins 
Ferry, and the allegations 
against Police Chief Barry 
Carpenter and Bridgeport 
Police Chief Chad DoJack 
surfaced about a week later, 
said the knowledgeable law 
enforcement official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because the investigation 
continues and no charges have 
been filed. 

The targets were “pictures, 
phone messages, all those 
things” at the home of the 
surrogate, Michelle Ross, 
who is no longer believed 
to be staying in the Martins 


Ferry area, the official said. 
Published reports have said 
she’s due to give birth in July. 
The official said the allegations 
are that “two police chiefs 
were breaking in and trying to 
sell it to the tabloid,” but did 
not identify the publication. 
Agents from the Ohio Bureau 
of Criminal Identification 
and Investigation have been 
investigating, and a special 
prosecutor, T. Shawn Hervey 
of Harrison County, has been 
appointed. Carpenter and 
DoJack didn’t return messages 
seeking comment. Martins 
Ferry Mayor Phil Wallace 
confirmed the bureau was 
investigating Carpenter but 
wouldn’t elaborate. 

Parker, the 44-year-old star 
of the TV show and film “Sex 
and the City,” and Broderick, 
her 47-year-old husband and 
fellow actor, have confirmed 
they’re expecting twin 
daughters by a surrogate 
because they’re unable to 
conceive since Parker gave 
birth to a son, who is now 6. 
“Matthew and Sarah Jessica 
have complete faith in the 


legal system,” publicist Simon 
Halls said in a statement. 
“But because it’s a criminal 
investigation — we will not be 
making any more comment. 
What I can say is the entire 
family looks forward to 
the healthy delivery of 
their daughters later on this 
summer.” 

Parker, who lives in New 
York, said around the time 
of the break-in that she was 
concerned for the safety and 
well-being of the surrogate. 
She told “Access Hollywood” 
that she worries about “the 
safe delivery of our children.” 
Parker told the television 


program that the surrogate’s 
telephone and computer had 
been hacked into, and that the 
woman had received threats. 
She didn’t address whether a 
burglary had taken place. 

The law enforcement official 
said one purpose of the 
burglary was apparently to 
ascertain the identity of the 
surrogate, which wasn’t public 
knowledge at the time of the 
break-in. 

The twin towns of Bridgeport 
and Martins Ferry lie just 
across the Ohio River from 
Wheeling, W.Va., in a heavily 
wooded industrial valley and 
have a total population of 


about 9,000. 

The Belmont County 
prosecutor, who would 
normally handle a crime in 
Martins Ferry, would have a 
conflict of interest because 
Carpenter and DoJack are 
chiefs within his jurisdiction, 
said Hervey, the special 
prosecutor.

Maine gay marriage 
foes hire Cain. 
Prop 8 firm

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 
Gay marriage foes in Maine 
have hired the public relations 
firm that led the successful 
proposal to overturn same-sex 
marriage in California. 

On the other side, supporters 
of gay marriage have turned 
to a legislative aide who led a 
successful campaign to retain 
Maine’s gay rights law. 

Maine was the fifth U.S. state 
to approve gay marriages 
when Gov. John Baldacci 
signed the legislation on 
May 6. New Hampshire later 
followed suit, so all the states 
in New England but Rhode 
Island now permit same-sex 
couples to marry. Iowa also 
allows it. 

In Maine, the law goes into 
effect in September unless, 
before then, opponents collect 
the signatures of at least 55,087 
registered voters. If so, the law 


will be put on hold pending 
a statewide referendum that 
could be held as early as 
Election Day in November. 
Marc Mutty, spokesman for 
Stand For Marriage Maine 
and for the Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Portland, said 
petition-gathering is under 
way with volunteers and paid 
workers. They’re getting 
a boost from the diocese, 
which is allowing signature¬ 
gathering at churches. 

The California firm, Schubert 
Flint Public Affairs Inc. 
will provide guidance to the 
campaign to repeal Maine’s 
gay marriage law, just as it 
did during the Proposition 
8 campaign in California 
— a feat some considered 
to be unthinkable in a state 
considered one of the most 
liberal in the land. However, 
it will serve as a consultant

Senate apologizes for 
slavery, segregation

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate has unanimously passed a 
resolution apologizing for slavery and racial segregation in the 
U.S. and sent the measure to the House. 

Democrat Tom Harkin first introduced the measure years ago 
but wanted it passed Thursday on the eve of Juneteenth - a day 
of celebration commemorating the end of the Civil War in 1865 
and the release of African Americans from slavery. He said the 
House is to take it up soon and that a formal celebration will be 
held next month. 

The Senate has passed such nonbinding but highly symbolic 
resolutions before, apologizing for such things as the internment 
of Japanese-Americans during World War II. 

The resolution passed Thursday includes a disclaimer saying 
that nothing in it supports or authorizes reparations by the 
United States.□ 














Report U.S. not doing enough 
against illegal gun smuggling

WASHINGTON — Two 
federal agencies are being 
faulted for not coordinating 
their efforts against border 
gunrunners, a failure one 
lawmaker says made it 
easier for Mexican drug 
cartels to smuggle illegal 
weapons from the United 
States. 

The Government 

Accountability Office 
criticized Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement and 
the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives for not working 
together to stop the flow of 
guns into Mexico. 

In testimony prepared for 
a House subcommittee 
hearing, the GAO noted 
that the two agencies 
only recently stepped 
up coordination with 
each other and with their 
Mexican counterparts to 
stop gunrunning along the 
border. 

Democratic Rep. Eliot 
Engel, who chairs the 
subcommittee, said there 
should have been an anti¬ 
gunrunning strategy in 
place since October 2007, 
when the United States 
and Mexico agreed to the 
joint cartel-fighting Merida 
initiative. 

“It is mind-boggling that for 
a year and a half, we have 
had no interagency strategy 
to address this major 
problem, but instead have 
relied on uncoordinated 
efforts by a variety of 
agencies,” Engel said in a 
statement. 

Engel said the firearms 
flowing illegally from the 
United States into Mexico

have made the drug cartels’ 
jobs easier. 

Engel’s subcommittee was 
to meet Thursday, but the 
session was delayed by 
other House business. 

ICE spokeswoman Kelly 
Nantel said the agencies 
pride themselves “on the 
strength of our relationships 
with law enforcement 
partners at every level and 
throughout the country.” 
Nantel said, “The Southwest 
Border is clearly one of 
the most important areas 
where we rely on these 
relationships to improve 
safety and security.” 

ATF spokesman W. Larry 
Ford said the two agencies 
are working on a new 
agreement “to combat 
violent crime along the 
Southwest border.” 

Ford added, “ATF prides 
itself on the strength of 
its relationships with law 
enforcement partners at 


every level of government 
throughout the country.” 
Citing ATF data, investigator 
Jess T. Ford said that over 
the past three years, more 
than 90 percent of the 
firearms traced after being 
seized in Mexico have come 
from the United States. The 
figure is slightly lower over 
a five-year period. 

“While it is impossible to 
kn ow how many firearm s 
are illegally trafficked into 
Mexico in a given year, 
over 20,000, or around 87 
percent, of firearms seized 
by Mexican authorities 
and traced over the past 
five years originated in the 
United States,” the GAO’s 
Ford said in testimony 
prepared for Congress. 

The GAO is the investigative 
arm of Congress. 

In a draft of the GAO 
report, investigators 

cited several examples of 
miscommunicationbetween 
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ICE and ATF, including: 

—During one operation, 
an ICE agent unknowingly 
covertly kept watch on the 
activities of an undercover 
ATF agent who was 
investigating a suspected 
trafficker. 

—ATF did not tell ICE 
about a covert operation 
where ATF agents delivered 
weapons across the border 
in an attempt to ferret out 
the Mexican organizations 
receiving illegal arms. ATF 
should have notified ICE 
about the controlled attempt 
to export weapons illegally, 
the GAO said. Lack of 


coordination raised the 
chances that the weapons 
could end up in the wrong 
hands. 

—In some cases, ICE 
and ATF refused to give 
each other required 
documentation for 

investigations. 

The two agencies were 
working under a 1978 
agreement about dual 
investigations, which the 
GAO cited as a major 
obstacle to coordination. 
An updated agreement to 
deal with the coordination 
problem is in the works, the 
report said.Q

“I do not believe that we can 
reasonably expect the Fed or 
any other agency to effectively 
play so many roles,” said Sen. 
Richard Shelby of Alabama, 
the top Republican on the 
Senate panel. 

Geithner said the Fed was 
the best option because it 
was the only institution with 
the capacity and expertise to 
monitor the “too big to fail” 
firms. Giving the power to the 
council of regulators could 
delay action in a crisis, he 
added. 

“You cannot convene a 
committee to put out a fire,” 
he said. Geithner also noted 
that the plan would strip the 
Fed of its role in overseeing 
consumer protections in 
setting up an agency focused 
solely on the mission. 
However, it is likely that the 
Fed will mount a defense to 
keep its consumer oversight 
duties. Fed officials believe 
their oversight of mortgages, 
credit cards and other products 
fits well with their duties to 
regulate banks, and that they 
have the right mix of experts 

— economists and lawyers 

— already on hand to do the 
job. 

At the White House, Obama 
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spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said the administration 
would watch what Congress 
does with the proposal, but 
added, “the president feels 
enormously comfortable with 
his proposal.” 

Other details of the plan were 
also scrutinized. Democratic 
Sens. Charles Schumer of 
New York and Jon Tester of 
Montana pressed Geithner on 
why the administration did not 
seek greater consolidation of 
regulatory agencies. 

“A multiplicity of regulators 
tends to produce less oversight 
overall,” Schumer said. 
Democratic leaders have 
committed to pushing through 
reform legislation by the end 
of the year. 

The ambitious timetable — 
Dodd is simultaneously trying 
to shepherd an overhaul of the 
nation’s health care system 
— has some members worried 
about missteps. Others 
lawmakers say Congress has 
no choice but to act quickly so 
as to prevent another crisis. 

“If we mess this up, the 
unintended consequences 
for not only our economic 
recovery but the overall long¬ 
term financial stability for the 
world is really at stake,” said 
Sen.

Otherwise, flight attendants 
continued to serve snacks. 
Passengers read magazines 
and watched movies. And the 
flight kept on its schedule. 
But in the cockpit, the 60- 
year-old captain had died of 
a suspected heart attack and 
two co-pilots took over the 
controls. The 247 passengers 
aboard did not learn what 
had happened until the flight 
from Brussels landed safely 
Thursday and was met by fire 
trucks, emergency vehicles 
and dozens of reporters. 

“I was shocked,” said Dora 
Dekeyser of Houston. 
“Nobody knew anything.” 
“We weren’t panicking. 
I never thought it was 
something as serious as 
this. We were relaxed,” said 
Dekey ser’s granddaughter, 
Stephanie Mallis, 18, of 
Lansdale, Pennsylvania. 

After the crew of the Boeing 
777 asked if there were 
any doctors aboard, several 
passengers approached the 
cockpit, including a doctor 
who said the pilot appeared to 
have suffered a heart attack. 
Dr. Julien Struyven, 72, a 
cardiologist and radiologist 
from Brussels, examined 
the pilot in the cockpit and 
tried to revive him using a 
defibrillator. But it was too 
late. 

“He was not alive,” Struyven 
said. There was “no chance at 
all” of saving him. 

The dead pilot was based in 
Newark and had worked for 
Continental for 32 years, the 
airline said. His name was not 
immediately released. 

Tom Donaldson, a former 
leader of the Continental 
pilots’ union who flies Boeing 


767 jets for the airline, 
said pilots must pass an 
extensive physical every six 
months to remain qualified 
to fly. The exam includes 
an electrocardiogram, blood 
pressure check and a vision 
test. 

For long routes such as trans- 
Atlantic flights, a third pilot is 
aboard to permit the captain 
or first officer to take rest 
breaks. 

Donaldson said there is no 
specific training on how 
to react if a crew member 
becomes incapacitated, but 
any one of the three pilots is 
fully qualified to operate the 
jet. 

“Clearly you want another set 
of eyes watching when you’re 
going down a checklist, but 
you’re capable of flying the 
airplane yourself,” he said. 
“You can put the gears down, 
put the flaps down and carry 
out your other duties by 
yourself in an emergency.” 
Air France pilot Hugues 
Duval, 29, said his co-pilot 
training included an exercise 
in which he had to take off 
and land without a captain. 
“It’s not a drama. If the 
captain is ill or incapacitated, 
you make sure he isn’t 
blocking any controls or the 
wheel,” Duval said in Le 
Bourget, France, where he 
was attending the Paris Air 
Show. 

“After you ask for priority to 
land, you can also ask in the 
cabin if there is another pilot 
on board. In case you need 
help reading the checklist or 
taking the radio. I did it in a 
simulator,” said Duval, who 
flies the Boeing 777 but was 
at the air show to do stunt 
flying. 

In 2007, another Continental 


pilot died at the controls after 
becoming ill during a flight 
from Houston to Puerto 
Vallarta, Mexico. It landed 
safely with a co-pilot at the 
controls after being diverted 
to McAllen, TexasQ

“Daw Aung San Suu Kyi 
will celebrate her birthday by 
treating the people around her 
to rice and chocolate cake,” 
said lawyer Nyan Win, who 


planned to bring her the food 
and birthday cards Friday. He 
said lawyers have informed her 
of the worldwide campaign. 
“Daw” is a term of respect in 
Myanmar. 

“She really appreciates the 
efforts and said she was sorry 
she wasn’t able to thank 
everyone individually,” he 
said. 

Suu Kyi has spent more than 
13 of the last 19 years in 
detention, mostly under house 
arrest. Her situation changed 
dramatically last month after 
an uninvited American man 
swam to her tightly guarded 
lakeside home and stayed two 
days. 

Suu Kyi was arrested May 14 
and placed in a “guest house” 
at Myanmar’s notorious Insein 
Prison, where she is now on 
trial for violating the terms of 
her house arrest. The ruling 
junta is expected to deliver a 
guilty verdict, which could put 


the Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
in prison for up to five years. 
“We must not stand by as 
she is silenced again. Now is 
the time for the international 
community to speak with one 
voice,” says part of a 64-word 
message on the new Web site 
http://64forsuu.org that was 
signed by dozens of dignitaries 
and celebrities. Among them: 
George Clooney, Sarah Jessica 
Parker, Robert De Niro, Nicole 
Kidman; director Steven 
Spielberg and fellow Nobel 
Peace laureates Elie Wiesel 
and Desmond Tutu. 

The Web site is the online 
hub for a campaign — “64 
words for Aung San Suu Kyi”

coalition of human rights

Ell leaders back Barroso for second five-year term

BRUSSELS (AP) — EU 
leaders gave their unanimous 
backing to European 
Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso for a second 
five-year term as head of 
the EU’s executive office at 
summit talks Friday. 

Czech Prime Minister Jan 
Fischer, who is chairing two- 
day European Union summit 
talks, said government leaders 
“unanimously supported” 
another term for Barroso, a 
former Maoist activist and 
ex-premier of a conservative 
government in Portugal. 
Fischer added that he hoped 
Friday’s endorsement would 
pave a quick confirmation vote 
in the European Parliament 
which may come as early as 
July. 

He warned that with the 
economic crisis still bearing 
down on the 27-nation bloc, 
“any postponement, any 
delays in the nomination 
would not be a good thing.” 
The 53-year-old Barroso was 
the only candidate running for 
the post but faced a three-hour 
job interview with the leaders 
that ran into early Friday. 
Barroso told reporters he was 
“extremely proud” of winning 
the support of all 27 EU 
leaders. 

He added that the leaders also 
backed his call for a “more 
ambitious” EU in the years 
ahead to tackle the economic 
crisis and fight climate 
change. 


“We need more Europe, not 
less Europe and they said 
yes,” said Barroso. 

He said the most “urgent 
priorities” for his second 
term were restoring economic 
stability and growth across the 
EU and stepping up Europe¬ 
wide efforts to cut carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

Barroso, backed by fellow- 
conservatives German 

Chancellor Angela Merkel 
and French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy, was heartened by 
the results of the June 7 
EU assembly elections that 
gave Conservatives 264 of 
parliament’s 736 seats. He is 
also likely get support from 
some Liberals and right-wing 
parliamentarians. 

Barroso’s first term as EU 
chief officially ends at the end 
of October. 

While getting the backing of 
EU leaders this week, Barroso 
could face a struggle to secure 
the needed majority of votes 
to secure his new term in the 
EU assembly. 

Daniel Cohn-Bendit, leader 
of the Greens in the EU 
parliament, is heading the call 
to ditch Barroso. 


“Barroso’s policies have failed 
the economy, the environment 
and democracy. We cannot 
afford five more years of the 
same,” he said earlier this 
week. 

The Socialist leader in the EU 
parliament, Martin Schulz, 
has also said Barroso was the 
wrong man for the job. 

EU leaders also narrowed 
divisions on new EU-wide 
rules on financial oversight to 
prevent a repeat of last year’s 
financial crisis, which has sent 
the global economy into its 
worst downturn since World 
War II. 

Leaders want three new 
agencies that would oversee 
banks, insurers and financial 
markets and have “binding” 
powers to intervene when 
national regulators cannot 
cooperate on how to tackle 
troubled financial groups that 
operate in several countries, 
diplomats said. 

The EU leaders will look later 
Friday on the other big issue 
at the summit in Brussels: 
cutting a deal with Ireland that 
would make it possible for 
Irish voters to approve an EU 
reform treaty they rejected in 
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2008. 

Ireland wants assurances 
the treaty will not gut Irish 
sovereignty on taxation and 
other areas, which officials 


said the leaders wanted to 
discuss in detail. The sticking 
point was to craft an ironclad 
legal text that doesn’t lead to 
others seeking exemptions.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Korea may fire a 
long-range ballistic missile 
toward Hawaii in early July, 
a Japanese news report said 
Thursday, as Russia and 
China urged the regime 
to return to international 
disarmament talks on its rogue 
nuclear program. The missile, 
believed to be a Taepodong- 
2 with a range of up to 4,000 
miles, would be launched from 
North Korea’s Dongchang-ni 
site on the northwestern coast, 
said the Yomiuri daily, Japan’s 


top-selling newspaper. It cited 
an analysis by the Japanese 
Defense Ministry and 
intelligence gathered by U.S. 
reconnaissance satellites. 

The missile launch could 
come between July 4 and 8, 
the paper said. 

While the newspaper 
speculated the Taepodong- 
2 could fly over Japan and 
toward Hawaii, it said the 
missile would not be able to 
hit Hawaii’s main islands, 
which are about 4,500 miles 
from the Korean peninsula. 

A spokesman for the Japanese 
Defense Ministry declined to 


comment on the report. South 
Korea’s Defense Ministry 
and the National Intelligence 
Service — the country’s main 
spy agency — said they could 
not confirm it. 

Tension on the divided 
Korean peninsula has spiked 
since the North conducted its 
second nuclear test on May 
25 in defiance of repeated 
international warnings. The 
regime declared Saturday 
it would bolster its nuclear 
programs and threatened war 
in protest of U.N. sanctions 
taken for the nuclear test. 

U.S. officials have said the 
North has been preparing to fire 
a long-range missile capable 
of striking the western U.S. 
In Washington on Tuesday, 
Gen. James Cartwright, vice 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, said it would take at 
least three to five years for 
North Korea to pose a real 
threat to the U.S. west coast. 
President Barack Obama 
and South Korean President 
Lee Myung-bak met in 
Washington on Tuesday for 
a landmark summit in which 
they agreed to build a regional 
and global “strategic alliance” 
to persuade North Korea 
to dismantle all its nuclear 
weapons. Obama declared 
North Korea a “grave threat” 
to the world and pledged that 


the new U.N. sanctions on 
the communist regime will be 
aggressively enforced. 

In Seoul, Vice Unification 
Minister Hong Yang-ho told 
a forum Thursday that the 
North’s moves to strengthen 
its nuclear programs is “a 
very dangerous thing that can 
fundamentally change” the 
regional security environment. 
He said the South Korean 
government is bracing for “all 
possible scenarios” regarding 
the nuclear standoff. 

The independent International 
Crisis Group think tank, 
meanwhile, said the North’s 
massive stockpile of chemical 
weapons is no less serious a 
threat to the region than its 
nuclear arsenal. 

It said the North is believed 
to have between 2,500 and 
5,000 tons of chemical 
weapons, including mustard 
gas, phosgene, blood agents 
and sarin. These weapons can 
be delivered with ballistic 
missiles and long-range 
artillery and are “sufficient 
to inflict massive civilian 
casualties on South Korea.” 
“If progress is made on rolling 
back Pyongyang’s nuclear 
ambitions, there could be 
opportunities to construct 
a cooperative diplomatic 
solution for chemical weapons 
and the suspected biological 


weapons program,” the think 
tank said in a report released 
Thursday. It also called on the 
U.S. to engage the North in 
dialogue to defuse the nuclear 
crisis, saying “diplomacy is 
the least bad option.” The 
think tank said Washington 
should be prepared to send 
a high-level special envoy 
to Pyongyang to resolve the 
tension. In a rare move, leaders 
of Russia and China used 
their meetings in Moscow on 
Wednesday to pressure the 
North to return to the nuclear 
talks and expressed “serious 
concerns” about tension on 
the Korean peninsula. 

The joint appeal appeared 
to be a signal that Moscow 
and Beijing are growing 
impatient with Pyongyang’s 
stubbornness. Northeastern 
China and Russia’s Far East 
both border North Korea, and 
Pyongyang’s unpredictable 
actions have raised concern in 
both countries. 

After meetings at the Kremlin, 
Chinese President Hu Jintao 
joined Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev in urging 
a peaceful resolution of the 
Korean standoff and the 
“swiftest renewal” of the now- 
frozen talks involving their 
countries as well as North and 
South Korea, Japan and the 
United States.□ 


Somali security minister 
killed in explosion 


MOGADISHU, Somalia 
(AP) — A suicide bombing in 
western Somalia killed at least 
20 people Thursday including 
the national security minister. 
The Somali president blamed 
al-Qaida while an extremist 
group with alleged links to 
the terror network claimed 
responsibility. 

Witness Mohamed Nur said a 
small car headed toward the 
gate of the Medina Hotel in 
Belet Weyne, then drove into 
vehicles leaving the hotel and 
exploded. 

Information Minister Farhan 
Ali Mohamud announced the 
death of National Security 
Minister Omar Hashi Aden 
but declined to give any other 


details. 

Somalia’s president accused 
al-Qaida of being behind the 
bombing but did not offer any 
evidence. He said the attack 
also killed a senior Somali 
diplomat. 

“It was an act of terrorism and 
it is part of the terrorist attack 
on our people,” Sheik Sharif 
Sheik Ahmed told journalists 
in the capital. “Al-Qaida is 
attacking us.” 

Al-Shabab spokesman Ali 
Mohamud Rage told local 
radio stations by phone that 
his group carried out the attack 
and that one of their fighters 
died. 

“We killed the national security 
minister and the former 


ambassador to Ethiopia,” 
said Rage, speaking from an 
undisclosed location. 
Al-Shabab, an extremist 
Somali Islamic group, is 
considered by the U.S. State 
Department to be a terrorist 
organization with links to 
al-Qaida, the terror network 
headed by Osama bin Laden. 
But al-Shabab has denied 
those links to the international 
group. 

The United States accuses al- 
Shabab of harboring al-Qaida- 
linked terrorists who allegedly 
blew up U.S. Embassies 
in Kenya and Tanzania in 
1998. The United States has 
attempted to kill suspected 
al-Qaida members in Somalia

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Indian leader calls for 
end to protests in Peru

Associated Press that Brazilian 
peacekeepers fired at least 
seven warning shots to turn 
back aggressive members of 
the procession, and that the 
soldiers were ordered back to 
their base after the incident.

the shooting. Witnesses said 
there were three.

roadblock outside the jungle 
town of Yurimaguas had not 
ended their protest. 

“We are waiting to receive 
the documents and a direct 
telephone call from Lima” 
from confederation leaders, 
said one protester, Jamner 
Manihuari.

The legislature revoked two of 
the decrees last August after 
Indians blocked highways, 
waterways and a state oil 
pipeline. 

But Garcia initially refused to 
review the remaining decrees 
when Indians resumed their 
protests in April, and his party 
blocked votes to revoke them 
in Congress, arguing they were 
needed to bring investment 
and development to Peru’s 
impoverished jungle. 
Following the bloodshed, 


however, the government 
promised to ask Congress to 
revoke two of the most hotly 
opposed decrees, regulating 
forestry and agricultural land 
use. The two decrees allowed 
for fast-tracking large-scale 
farming, logging and other 
private companies looking to 
acquire land in the Amazon, 
where Indians have had 
difficulty in getting legal title 
to their traditional lands. 

On Wednesday, Garcia 
recognized a “series of 
errors” in his management of 
the protests and apologized 
for failing to consult Indian 
leaders before enacting the 
decrees. 

“A courageous rectification is 
better than thick obstinacy,” 
he said in calling personally 
for Congress to revoke the 
laws. 

Zapata and Congressman 
Freddy Otarola, spokesman for 
the opposition party, called on 
the government to “eliminate 
the seven other decrees” 
contested by the Indians. 

“The lesson for the government 
is that before imposing 
decrees it should consult so 
that the historical tragedy 
that happened in the city of 
Bagua is never repeated,” said 
another opposition lawmaker, 
Marisol Espinoza. 

The violence has had major 
political ramifications in Peru. 
Cabinet chief Yehude Simon 
says he will resign after 
settling the dispute and protest 
leader Alberto Pizango, one 
of those charged with sedition 
and rebellion, left Peru for 
political asylum in Nicaragua 
on Wednesday.□

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
NFL suspended Cleveland

scored goals that typified the 
traditional flair and vigor that 
had been absent from the South 
American champion’s narrow 
opening win over Egypt. 
Robinho rounded off a 20th- 
minute counterattack of near 
breathtaking efficiency before 
Maicon, who had threatened 
throughout, started a second- 
half move on the right that 
ended with him lifting a 
deflected shot from a narrow 
angle over goalkeeper Tim 
Howard. 66 1 like the way we 
played,” Brazil coach Dunga 
said. “The team didn’t let the 
U.S. pressure us. We changed 
the ball from side to side very 
quickly. That helped us a lot.” 
The win at Loftus Versfeld 
gave Brazil six points in Group 
B, six more than a United 
States side that was dealt a 
red card for a second straight 
game and is now almost 
certain to be eliminated from 
the tournament. 

The United States never looked 
like securing the point needed 
to maintain a realistic chance 


of progress and didn’t manage 
a chance until substitute 
Benny Feilhaber hit the bar 
with seven minutes left. 
Despite focusing before the 
match on Brazil’s attacking 
fullbacks, the team was unable 
to contend with Maicon’s runs 
down the right and struggled 
throughout with the pace of 
the game. 

Maicon set up Felipe Melo’s 
seventh-minute header and 
in the first half alone came 
close to creating another two 
goals after Robinho’s effort, 
which came from a move that 
started with a corner kick to 
the United States. 

The sending off of midfielder 
Sacha Kljestan in the 57th 
for a foul on Ramires created 
even more space for Brazil 
to exploit and Maicon did so 
five minutes later after a move 
involving Ramires and Kaka. 
“He played the ball off before 
I got there and I got him in the 
foot,” Kljestan said. “I don’t 
know if it was a red or not but 
the end state is that I let my 


team down today. 

“It surprised me because the 
game played on and he (the 
referee) took a few minutes. 
Someone must have talked 
in his ear but I don’t know 
who.” 

Kljestan will now be 
suspended for his teams’ final 
group game against Egypt, 
while Brazil can bask in a 
win so comfortable that it was 
able to withdraw Kaka, Luis 
Fabiano and captain Lucio for 
the last 20 minutes. 

Felipe Melo’s header from 
a free kick by Maicon was 
the fourth of Brazil’s five 
tournament goals to come 
from a set piece, but the five¬ 
time World Cup winners 
showed their famous flair for 
the next score. 

Landon Donovan, again

El presidente venezolano se nego a 
renovar la licencia de una emisora 
hace dos anos y ha amenazado con 
cerrar otro canal de television opositor 
a su Gobierno. 

“El viejo poder derrocado se atrinchero 
en algunas empresas de comunicacion 


privadas para, desde la ilegitimidad de 
los poderes facticos, tratar de hacer 
dano a un gobierno de verdadera 
representation popular”, dijo un 
comunicado oficial publicado en la 
pagina de internet de la presidencia. 

Y antes las criticas, afirmo que “el 
Gobierno nacional no ha ejercido 
presion alguna sobre los medios de 
comunicacion, muchos de los cuales 
son descarados actores politicos y 
se han dedicado sistematicamente a 
tergiversar informacion”. 
Teleamazonas, que ha criticado 
duramente al Gobierno, podria ser 
suspendida hasta por 90 dias o cerrada 
si el ente de control determina su 
culpabilidad sobre violaciones legales 
contempladas en una ley hecha en una 
dictadura militar de hace 35 anos. 

El ente regulador publico tiene hasta el 
30 de junio para anunciar la sancion. 
Otros medios, especialmente diarios 
de circulation nacional, tambien estan 
en la mira de Correa. La estacion 


informo sobre la existencia de un 
centro de conteo electoral clandestino 
dias despues de los comicios de abril, 
en los que resulto reelecto Correa, y 
sobre una supuesta manifestation en 
un sector del pais en donde se realizan 
exploraciones de gas en alianza con 
Venezuela. 

Los reportes disgustaron al Gobierno, 
que controla varios medios de 
comunicacion tras incautaciones a 
duenos de bancos quebrados hace una 
decada. Un grupo de ex presidentes 
ecuatorianos salio en defensa de los 
medios y cuestiono las acciones de 
Correa con las que busca regularlos, 
culpandolo de propiciar un “deterioro 
de las instituciones democraticas”, 
“hostigar a periodistas” y “manipular 
la opinion publica”. 

Incluso el vicepresidente, Lenin 
Moreno, abogo por Teleamazonas al 
senalar que el ente regulador debe ser 
moderado en la sancion que emita en 
contra del canal.□
